"Some Chemical Bearings of Phar- 
macology" was the subject dealt with 
by Prof. H. G. Barbour in a lecture 
before, the McGill Chemical Society 
yesterday afternoon. In dealing with 
the. subject Professor Barbour pointed 
out the relation existing between the 
two sciences of Chemistry and Phar- 
macology. The latter science was 
concerned with the action of drugs 
upon organisms, their therapeutic 
value in the curing of diseases, and 
the relieving of pain. Many of these 
drugs were known by their effects and 
had been of valuable use without their 
chemical structure having so far been 
determined. In other cases chemistry 
had been of assistance not only in the 
purifying and synthesis of these com- 
pounds, but in preparing derivations 
whose pharmacological value was 
even greater than the original. Chem- 
istry had contributed also to the list 
of drugs by synthesis of products 
which do not occur naturally, some of 
which have proven of great value in 
medicine . 

The speaker showed some interest- 
ing slides which illustrated graphically 
the toxic effects of certain drugs and 
threw some light upon their chemical 
action in the body. The action of the 
antipyrenes or fever- reducing drugs 
was an outstanding example. By 
means of experiments il had been 
shown that the fever-rcdudng effect of 
this class of drugs was due lo then- 
property of increasing the amount of 
water in the blood. The same effect 
could be produced by the intravenous 
injection of certain sugars. The ex- 
act nature of their action was a prob- 
lem for the chemisl and the physical 
chemist. Much work therefore still 
remained to be done and forms an 
important field for chemical research.

JACK LEWIS 



At Strathcona Hall last night, Latoni, 
in the Faculty of Law, gave a very in- 
teresting address on the Fascist! more- 
ment in Italy, which has had such wide 
publicity of late. The meeting was held 
under the auspices of the Cosmopolitan 
Club. Fotos, Arts '23, occupied the 
chair. Musical numbers were rendered 
during the evening, which added greatly 
lo the success of the meeting. 

In brief,. Latoni's address was at 
follows. The Fasci-jti movement had its 
birth several years ago, when a few men 
manded -themselves together under the 
leadership of Benito Mussolini. Their 
object was to obtain good laws, and to 
exercise their influence against the Bol- 
shevist invasion. So complete was their 
organization and so popular was their 
ideals that the membership of the Fas 
cisti increased by leaps and bounds until 
to-day 'they number over a million 
There is no secrecy about their organ! 
ration, such as the Ku Klux Klan of the 
United States, but on the contrary, it 
was a society whose meetings were open 
to public criticism at all times. It is or- 
ganized on the system of the former 
Roman Legion, and the active members 
have a special uniform. Recently the 
Fascist! came into power in the Italian 
Parliament, where Mussolini and his as- 
sociates "expect to exercise a much wider 
influence in the affairs of Italy. 

Latoni, continuing, said that the 
movement was essentially capitalistic, 
and was necessarily • so- because- of the 
• strong Bolshevistic tendencies that were 
appearing in various . sections, of. .Italy.. 
In concluding his address the speaker

C.O.T.C. TO PASS WEEK 
END IN SHAWBRIDGE 

Leaving in two detachments, tile first 
at 8.30 a.m.. and the second at 12.45 
p.m., from Place Viger Station, the 
McGill Contingent C.O.T.C. proceeds 
to-morrow to Shawbridgc, where they 
will spend the week-end. In all. about 
fifty will make the trip, including offi- 
cers and men. 

Manoeuvring will be carried out dur- 
ing the stay, rifles, Lewis gun and blank 
cartridges being taken out on the early 
train. In addition to the manoeuvring, 
the men will indulge in such sports as 
the weather permits of. Men intending 
to make this trip are advised to bring 
with them soap and towel, extra sweat- 
ers and socks, and woolen gloves. 

Any men who desire to join the de- 
tachment at Mile End Station, who have 
notified either Captain \V. V. Howard, 
B. Company, or Lieut. C. I 7 . Howard. 
A . Company, of their intention, may do 
so. 

. Under the command of Captain Leech, 
the men will undertake various attacks 
on Shawbridgc, the citizens of that town 
need, however, have no fear for their 
lives, as the contingent uses blank carl- 
ridges in all work of this kind. A ma- 
chine gun corp, too, will take part in the 
day's work. 

After spending what it is hoped will 
prove an interesting, beneficial, and en 
joyable' week-end, the men will return 
by the evening train from Shawbridg*-, 
arriving in Montreal late Sunday night.

Toronto will be the scene of two 
meetings today at which the change 
in the football code lor next year will 
he discussed. The Intercollegiate 
Rules Commission is meeting in that 
city and there, is also a gathering of 
the Intrrprovinrial Rugby Union to 
discuss their plans for the coming sea- 
son. 

The McGill delegates to the Inter- 
collegiate Rules Commission meeting 
will be Eric "Buster" Reid and Jack 
Lewis, both of rhem former players 
on the Red and White team. Dr. 
Lome "Monty" Montgomery is one of 
the McGill representatives on the 
Rules Commission at the present time 
hut as he is at the Julius Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore at the present 
time he is unable to be present and 
Jack Lewis is taking his place. 

Just what changes there will he in 
the rules it is hard to state as the dele- 
gates from the various colleges, in the 
Union have their own points to bring 
up and have not signified what they 
will be. It is probable, however, that 
there will be some changes in the pen- 
alty rules this year and changes will 
he made to lessen the chances of in- 
jury in the game. It has been stated 
frequently during the past year that 
the penalty of fifteen yards for offside 
interference on the line of scrimmage 
is by far loo severe as it often works 
hardship; against a team that really 
docs not wish to offend against

The McGill Swimming Club will not 
he able to meet Dartmouth University 
this season nor receive Brown Uni 
vcrsity in return for MrGill's trip there, 
last season. These two points were 
the chief subject, of discussion at 
meeting of the Club held yesterday 
afternoon in the Union. President 
Laidley of Science '23 read letter, 
from both Universities and the con- 
tents of these letters was discussed. 
Dartmouth had written early in the 
season to arrange for a meet but ow- 
ing to the fact that no date satisfac- 
tory to both parlies could he hit upon 
the project, had to lie abandoned for 
this season. It was felt that a return 
meet with Brown University would 
necessitate too great a demand on eacl 
individual member of the club to maki 
up the necessary guarantee. Uude 
present conditions the membership i 
limited and support on a large seal 
difficult to obtain. In replying to 
Brown University, however, the Mc- 
Gill club assured them that as soon 
as better facilities were obtainable a 
meet would gladly be arranged. Af- 
ter some little further discussion on 
other topics of business the meeting 
adjournjd . - : -^AicuiiU^ 



The results of the election of Fac- 
Ity Representatives to the .Students' 
Council, held yesterday, show that 
Messrs. Cope. Higgins. Shatford and 
Webster were elected to represent the 
Faculties of Arts, Dentistry, Science 
and Medicine respectively. D. Ander- 
son is the Law representative by ac- 
clamation . 

The closest fight was in Science, 
where Shatford had a majority of only 
10 votes over OgiK'y. and the candi- 
date having the largest majority was 
Webster, who had a majority of 52 
over McGregor. Heavy votes were 
polled in Dentistry and Science, in the 
former 93 per cent and the latter 84 
per cent of the students casting their 
votes. For Medicine a total of. 356 
votes out of a total registration of 719 
were cast, or practically 50 per cent. 
In Arts 436 votes out of a total regis- 
tration of 832 were recorded. It must 
be remembered, however, that in this 
latter case of the total registered about 
150 votes must be deducted to account 
for the women students, who arc in- 
eligible to vote.

SHARP CRITICISM 
OF NEW CABINET 



Opposition Leader Takes 
Constitutionalists to Task 



The following opinion was expressed 
by R. K. Jones, leader of the. Opposi- 
tion, when questioned On the personnel of 
tlic ntew Cabinet of tltr. Constitutional 
Party :— 

It is exceedingly difficult to contem- 
plate the Cabinet of the so-called Con- 
stitutionalists, in a serious manner. Nu- 
merically, to be sure, it is strong, but 
in this very fact lies great weakness. 
There are six Ministers without port- 
folio—six! What a breach of the best 
government standards it is to swamp the 
working Cabinet with six men who have 
nothing to do but sit around. And into 
how many fartions and rival groups 
must the government party be broken 
up. if six absolutely unnecessary and su- 
perfluous honors arc conferred for their 
pacification. No government which 
leans upon the fluctuating' edifice of 
political plums for the allegiance of its 
members can, with anj - security, face the 
highly intelligent and discerning elector- 



al once perceive ;• disunited and hetero- 
geneous apology lor a government', with 
an unwarranted preponderance of bud- 
ding lawyers. Never before, in the his- 
tory of the country, have six hangers-on 
been permitted to loaf within the hal- 
lowed precincts of the Cabinet body. 
And why do the Constitutionalists do it? 
Simply because six warring factions 
within their midst are left unappcascd 
after the nineteen proper portfolios have 
been awarded, and six additional must 
be artificially created and thrown to the 
disgruntled members. Is McGill to be 
ruled by men wlipse only claim to min- 
isterial rank was a sulking objection to 
exclusion from it? At this day, when 
the public eyes with growing suspicion 
the lawyer in politics, is McGill to pas- 
sively accept a governing body complete- 
ly controlled by those wary sons of Jus- 
tinian-' Surely such is class rule, and 
what is more deadly to the high ideals 
of justice and equality of burden than a 
class regime? Law there must be; but 
of lawyers we may gel loo many; and 
with the rhetorical rythmic rule of law- 
yers the students of McGill will soon 
become surfeited.

What is usually termed "initiative" is frequently nothing more 
than an ability to supply an idea. The man who is capable of sug- 
gesting an original mode of procedure, an unexpected means of ac- 
complishment, is the man who will take command and receive credit 
for "initiative". As we are constantly reminded, college should have 
as one of its aims the development of just such a quality, and in the 
case of the man who grasps his opportunities this aspect of character 
building generally receives due emphasis. Likewise, one of the re- 
sults of an education should be to encourage originality in speech 
.and thought; if this be accomplished a long step, has been taken 
towards bringing out the best in the student. 

Individuality of thought is always admired and in the great 
majority of cases deservingly so. That person whose processes of 
reasoning differ from the mass is certain to make this divergency 
apparent in his actions at some time or other. Where the average 
would be content with a mediocre success he will expect something 
better — and more often than not he will achieve his desire. We feel 
'that one criterion by which to measure the success of an education 
would be the degree, in which it cultivates dissatisfaction with the. 
notion of "good enough", and the manner in which it incites en- 
deavour to rise above the mediocre. Wc also feel that the justifica- 
tion for such a standard is in the large number of university grad- 
uates who have assumed places of importance in the professional 
and business world, and who have used their positions to dissenii- 
ate the'bencfits of' their earlier training among those about them.

The advertising de- 
partment has announced that the 
names of tlic men will not he used in 
any connection whatsoever but the in- 
formation compiled from the 'coupons 
will enable them to judge where the 
student trade is going; 

The campaign committee has stated 
that the point which the Students' 
Council wishes to bring before the 
students is that on the success of the 
drive next week will depend the ex- 
tent to which other student activities 
, can be carried out during the rest of 
the session. The Daily has always 
been one of the sources through which 
evenue was received in order to carry 
the minor clubs and if the revenue 
ses the activities of the other 
will have to be curtailed accord- 
ingly. Football receipts, always a 
large factor in the finances of the stu- 
dents, have fal^n off considerably this 



year and this fact has thrown a still 
heavier burden on the Council which 
can only be overcome by the present 
campaign .

gave an interesting sketch of the life 
and character of Mussolini, who, till the 
war a Communist, had turned to the 
Fascisti organization as the best way of 
helping his country. 

At the conclusion of the address, sev- 
eral of those present took exception to 
the speaker's address, and a long discus- 
sion followed on various phases of the 
Fascisti movement, and on the ideals it 
represented as well as on the question of 
whether it really represents the will of 
the people as a whole, or only a sec- 
tion.

CLASS HOCKEY 

REGULATIONS 



Managers of Class Teams arc request- 
ed to note the constitution as prin ted be- 
low : — 

McGILL UNIVERSITY HOCKEY 

CLUB, 1922—23. 
Regulations Governing Class Hockey. 

1 . — All authority with reference to 
practice hours, dates of games, and times 
of same, eligibility of players to com- 
pete and appointment of officials, toge- 
ther with the conduct of games and 
practices shall be vested in the Manager 

f Class Hockey, who shall decide the 
case on its merits and his decision shall 
be final. 

2. — In the absence of the Manager his 
duly appointed representative, or a sub- 
stitute appointed by the Hockey Club 
shall exercise his powers. 

3. — Each Class shall appoint a Class 
Manager and a Team Captain, one of 
whom must be present at each practice. 
He must give his name and class, and 
telephone number to the Manager. If 

ither the Class Manager or Team Cap- 
tain is absent the other may act for him. 

4. — The duties of a Class Manager 
shall be:— 

1. — To see that his players are pres- 
ent punctually, that they leave prompt- 
ly at the end of the practice and with- 
out disorder, and that the property of 
the Club is handed over intact. 

2. — To furnish the names, initials 
and Faculty Year of every man play- 
ing or practicing to the Manager 
Eacli player must sign his name on 
forms provided at rink, for this pur- 
pose, and the Manager must sec that 
these forms arc correctly filled in for 
both practices and games. 

3. — If placed in charge of the prac 
ticc, he will sec that no man takes 
part who has not in his possession 
cither an "A" or a "B" category 
card. This will be entered in the At 
tendance Book in the column provid- 
ed. No "C" or "D" category men 
may take part in any practice or play 
in any game. 

4. — If in charge of the practice, he 
will sec that no rough or dangerous 
play is pearmittcd, and will see that 
any man injured is attended to, noti- 
fying the Department of Physical Edu- 
cation at once by messenger. 

5. — He will furnish a list of players 
the day before any game to the De- 
partment of Physical Education, Mol- 
son Hall, on the form provided. No 
man can play whose name is not en 
tcred. 

6. — He will be responsible that ev- 
ery man so entered is in the proper 
Category, and good standing in the 
Club. The Club is not bound to noti 
fy him that a man is not eligible: he 
must enquire of the Manager at least 
two days before the ^amt. 

7. — He will sign in the book pro- 
vided for all euipmcnt issued, and sec 
that it is returned in good order at 
the end of the practice. 

8. — In the event of bad or incle- 
ment weather he will enquire at the 
Secretary's Office in the Union whe- 
ther there will be the game or prac- 
tice as scheduled. 

9. — In the event of a protest he will 
forward the same in writing to the 
Manager on the day following the 
game. 

10. — He will make himself familiar 
with all changes and new rules as 
they are published, and publication in 
the "Daily" shall be sufficient notice. 

5. — Practice hours will take place as 
scheduled, subject to alteration as cir- 
cumstances or the state of the weather 
may require. An hour cancelled for 
any reason cannot be replaced by an- 
other hour, but attendance will be al- 
lowed. Hours will be rearranged at a 
later date. 

6. — The attendance of all years will 
be recorded on the forms provided by 
the manager, or at his discretion by the 
Class Manager. This information is of 
great statistical value, and will be re- 
quired to be carefully kept, especially 
as regards spelling, initials, faculty and 
years of players. 

7. — Insofar as the Regulations gov- 
erning Compulsory Physical Education 
is concerned, attendance by First and 
Second Year men in lieu of other forms 
of athletics will be governed by the Regu- 
lation governing Attendance at Lectures 
and failure to attend will be reported to 
the Department of Physical Education. 

8. — Eligibility to compete in games 
will be governed by the rules of the 
Athletic Association. A man shall be 
ineligible who 

(1) Takes part in outside athletics 
without the sanction of thé Athletic 
Association. 

(2) Has not been medically exam 
incd as prescribed by the Department 
of Physical Education and in accord 
anoe with the rule adopted by the Ath- 
letic Association. 

(3) Has previously played in this 
Session for more than one half of a 
game or has taken part in more than 
one game on the Intermediate or Jim 

• ior Hockey teams or has at any time 
in this or any previous session talden 
part in more than one half of a game 
or in more than one game on the Sen- 
ior Hockey team, provided, however,- 
that such a player may be reinstated 
by a statement in writing from the 
coach to the effect that the player is 
no longer a part of the regular line 
up of the team or that he has been 
dropped from the hockey squad. 

(4) Is not an amateur in good stand- 
ing in the Athletic Association, or has 
been suspended by that body. 
9;— Aty match in which a man is 

played who is ineligible shall be for- 
feited by the team for which he shall 
have played. If both teams shall have 
played such a man, they shall neither re- 



ceive credit for the^ match, and in elim- 
ination contests shall be disqualified for 
further competition. In the Inter-fac- 
ilty Scries each shall be credited as hav- 
ing lost the game, nor shall any goals 
scored be recorded. 

10. — Matches shall take place on the 
dates and at the hours assigned. In no 
case will overtime be played, but a Draw 
will be recorded. In the event of a tic 
the match will be played off at a later 
late. 

11. — Matches will commence at five 
minutes past the hour ordered, and will 
consist of two periods of twenty minutes, 
including any interruptions. Five min- 
utes interval will be allowed between 
periods. Play «hall stop at the end of 
I lie second period. 

12. — In the event of a team being 
late, the period will not be extended, but 
the time will be divided into two equal 
periods. A team which is not ready to 
face off with its opponents at fifteen 
(15) minutes past the hour allotted shall 
be deemed to have lost the match by de- 
fault. The opposing Captain, may, how- 
ever, elect to play the game for the bal- 
ance of the hour if he chooses, the game 
being then counted, but such a game 
must stop at the close of the hour al- 
lotted. If neither team is ready at the 
time the game shall be played for the 
balance of the hour. The watch of the 
manager shall be deemed officially to 
be correct. Games will not be postpon- 
ed except for bad or inclement weather. 

13. — The play shall be governed by 
the rules of the Intercollegiate Hockey 
Union, where they apply and are not ex- 
pressly modified. The decision of the 
Referee shall be final, and any dispute 
or disorder resulting out of a decision 
shall cause the offenders to lose the 
game. The Captain of the team ag- 
grieved may. fylc a protest with the 
Manager. 

14. — The team shall consist of six men 
and only four substitutes shall bç, allow- 
ed. By mutual consent men may be re- 
placed after they have been removed. 

15. — The following officials shall be 
appointed by the Manager from a neu 
tral Faculty : Referee, Time-keeper, Pen 
alty time-keeper, two goal judges. 

16. — Coaching from the sidelines will 
not be allowed. 

17. — The contests within a faculty 
shall be elimination matches. The win- 
ners shall play off for the championship 
of the Faculty. 

18. — The Faculty Champions shall play 
off in a single series of matches for the 
Inter-faculty title, which shall be award 
cd to the Faculty scoring the' most points. 

19. — The points in the Inter-faculty 
scries shall be awarded as follows : — 

Won, 2 points; draw, 1 point; lost, 
no points. 

20. — Protests must be submitted in 
writing to the Manager on the day fol 
lowing the match for transmission to 
the Hockey Club. No appeal shall be 
allowed in the case of protests arising 
out of: — 

Matches defaulted. 
Men who were not eligible to com- 
pete. 

Failure to submit list of players 
Matches forfeited by disorderly con- 
duct. 

21 .—The penalty for a major foul shall 
be four minutes, and for a minor foul 
two minutes. If any player shall in- 
cur four minor penalties, or two major 
penalties, in any one game he shall be 
suspended from the league for one game 
played by his team, and if after such an 
occurrence he incur such number of pen- 
alties in any future games he shall be 
barrtd from further participation in in- 
ter-class or inter- faculty hockey for the 
year. He may appeal to the Manager 
for reinstatement. 

22. — The winners shall hold the "Cap- 
tier Porter Trophy" for the year. 
ALL STAR FACULTY HOCKEY. 

A. — The following rules governing In 
ter-Class Hockey shall be complied with 
•ind shall govern Intar-faculty Hockey 

B. — In rules 3 and 4 for Inter-class 
Hockey for "Class" and "Class Manager" 
substitute "Faculty" and "Faculty Man- 
ager" respectively. 

C— Rule 17 is deleted. 

D. — Delete and substitute "Represen- 
tative Faculty Teams shall play in a sin- 
gle series for the All-Star Inter-Faculty 
Title, which shall be awarded to the 
•.earn scoring the most points." 

E. — This scries shall be for the facul- 
ty hockey championship of the Univer- 
sity, and shall not be played for the 
"Capper-Porter Trophy."

pointed, Mr. Ferrier and another gov- 
ernor should call on him and arrange the 
details in person. They made their 
visit. In a brief conversation the scholar 
inadvertently convinced them that he 
would not do at all. With great pres- 
ence of mind, they conversed on other 
matters and did not deliver their message. 
They came home with the advice that the 
Nova Scotian should be preferred. Thus 
Sir William Dawson became president of 
McGill. Abolit this time he, with Dr. 
Rycrson, of Upper Canada, and certain 
other commissioners, were investigating 
King's College, Frcdericton. now the 
University of New Brunswick, to find 
out what was the matter with that in- 
stitution. I should like to know the 
name and future history of the English 
scholar who played the part of Dr. Fell 
in the presence of Mr. Ferricr and his 
colleague. But it is a safe bet that he 
did not become so famous as a master 
or so successful a university administrat- 
or as the Pictou County man. 



The Committee in charge of this sea- 
son's Sophomore-Freshmen Basketball 
League held its meeting yesterday after 
noon in the Union. Eddie Crain took 
the chair, and addressed the members at 
short length on the objects of this 
year's basketball league.

HOW SIR WM. DAWSON 
BECAME PRINCIPAL 

"Lucien," of The Vancouver Prov- 
ince, is responsible for the following in- 
teresting bit of history. 

McGill University needed a principal. 
After some consultation the governors 
narrowed down their choice to two. One 
was a distinguished English scholar. The 
other was a Nova Scotian, whose aca- 
demic record was covered by the course 
given at Pictou Academy more than 
eighty years ago, and by one year ses- 
sion of Edinburgh University. This 
had been followed by work as a teacher 
of geology and botany in Pictou and in 
Dalhousie, by field work in geology and 
three years service as superintendent of 
education. Mr. Ferricr ,who was then 
prominent in business, and liable to be- 
come a senator in later years, had re- 
sponsibility for the McGill appointment. 
He and the others decided in favor of 
the scholar on the other side of the 
water.

'I'he spec tacular leaps in llir nir made 
by tin men when thry arc in difficult 
positions arc very interesting from the 
point of view of the spectators but arc 
very often tltr cause of serious injuries 
to the players and there seems to he 
a prrtty general accord in opinion to 
the effect that the play should be for- 
bidden . 

The extension of the- three-yard in- 
terference zone to the touch-lines on 
the gridiron will be another matter 
that will he brought up for discussion. 
Although the interpretation of the 
rules this year would lead one to be- 
lieve that the interference is only al- 
lowed on tin- actual line of scrimmage 
the officials have been very lax in al- 
lowing it to extend across (he field. 
Teams that have been coached to play 
strictly according to the rules have 
been working under a hardship and the 
best plan seems lo be to make the 
present system used to have interfer- 
ence right across the field legal. 

Whether or not the matter of the 
adoption of the forward pass will be 
brought up is doubtful but there has 
been considerable discussion about it 
for some time past and it may be in- 
troduced by some of the delegates 
from the Toronto district. At the 
present time McGill is presenting a 
neutral stand on the question and will 
not oppose a move to adopt it or to 
retain the present style of play. It 
does seem certain, however, lliat, if 
the play is adopted, that the rules will 
have In he framed very carefully to 
make it a success. It took much 
study to make the play a good feature 
of the American game and the meth- 
ods they followed on the other side 
if the line "ill have (n be carefully 
studied in introducing the play into 
the 'Canadian style of contest.
